Tucker Acquitted 
O f Fraud Charges

'SOMETIMES it’s difficult to fully under- 


* stand the peculiar twists in American 
Justice. The acquittal of Preston Tucker 
and seven associates on charges of crim ­ 
inal fraud is such a case. 
T ucker and his associates w ere involved 
in a fantastic deal from which was to d e ­ 
velop a “dream car.” 
The Tucker stock 
prom otions fizzled and 28 million dollars 
w ere lost, m uch of it from 
“franchised” 
Tucker dealers and from 
persons 
who 
bought Tucker stock. 
There 
is, 
of course, nothing criminal 
about going broke, but the Tucker tran s­ 
actions w ere so amazing that indications 
cf outright fraud w ere apparent early in 
the game. Tucker was indicted on no less 
th; n 31 counts. 
The ju ry found him not 
guilty of any cf them. 
Perhaps 
justice is properly served by 
this verdict, but it can hardly appear that 
way to the average person. A person sent 
to jail for the theft of a few dollars must 
surely w onder w hat is justice, American 
style, w hen Tucker and has associates can 
squander 28 millions and get away with it.

quantities of this money w ent to Tucker 
personally and to his relatives.

In other words, the reliance w*ould be on 
education and persuasion. A ny fair-m ind­ 
ed person must adm it to

w heth er prejudice can be legislated away 
by punitive powers exercised by the long 
arm of the federal governm ent. 
On 
the 
other hand, we have let this m atter of pre­ 
ju dice fester for a long tim e and the pro­ 
cess of education is slow. One of the chief 
argum ents for the adm inistration measure 
is that without a stick behind the door, 
th ere will be no progress. 
Eleven states now have fair employment 
practice laws of one kind or another. 
As 
has been aptly said, the states are labora­ 
tories for testing legislation. It would seem 
to m e that a wise prelim inary move would 
be to canvass carefully the 
results 
that 
have been achieved. 
F rom w hat I have 
been able to learn, those states that have 
the power to punish em ployers have not 
used the punitive provisions. 
W hy is that so? Has an y substantial pro­ 
gress been made in breaking down p reju ­ 
dice in employment? T he answers to these 
and a number of related questions should 
be helpful to congress. 
ANTI-LYNCHING b i l l 
Representative Hays also has a substi­ 
tu te anti-lynching bill. 
It provides that 
w h ere both the com m unity and the state 
fail to take action w hen a lynching has oc­ 
curred, federal officials m ay go before a 
federal judge and argue th a t the state has 
failed in its duty. If the judg e finds this is 
true, then the federal governm ent would 
take jurisdiction w ith authority to appre­ 
hend and try the lynchers. 
It seems to me that these are both valid 
compromises that an honest man could 
vote for without any suspicion of evasion 
or fact-saving. They both recognize that 
the power of law js limited, a lesson this 
country should have learned through the 
tragic experiment of prohibition w hen al­ 
cohol was presumably legislated out of ex­ 
istence. 
Changes are coming v ery fast and tra d i­ 
tional patterns are being swiftly altered. 
An important case is soon to be heard by 
the supreme court involving 
a 
charge 
brought by Elmer W. Henderson, a Negro 
employee of the president’s w artim e fair 
employment practices committee. T ravel­ 
ing in the south on official business, H en­ 
derson was denied a place in a dining car 
because the table ordinarily reserved for 
Negroes was occupied by w hite passengers. 
Solicitor General Philip B. Perlm an has 
filed an extraordinary brief in which he 
attacks the whole concept of “separate but 
equal 
facilities that has prevailed 
with 
considerable sanction from the courts. The 
very idea of separate facilities or separate 
rights, the brief says, is in itself a negation 
of th e full and complete possession of priv­ 
ileges and immunities of citizenship. 
I he tides of change can never be halted 
by a flat refusal to adm it that they exist. 
But they can be channeled in such a way 
as to bring acceptance by almost everyone 
and acceptance can m ean progress and a 
lessening of harmful tensions.

Something of the tragedy that 
befalls a child afflicted with deaf­ 
ness and 
the 
infinite 
patience 
that must be exercised in getting 
those so handicapped to acquire a 
working knowledge of 
language 
and the ability to read lips, pro­ 
vided a fascinating basis 
for 
a 
talk given by Mrs. Lottie Wood­ 
ford before the Manistique Rotary 
Club Monday noon. 
Mrs. Woodford, 
who 
has 
for 
several years, had charge of the 
training of deaf children in Man­ 
istique, even after 
children 
ac­ 
quire a vocabulary that is work­ 
able, the process of getting them 
to frame those words 
into 
sen­ 
tences with meaning involves 
a 
period even more trying. 
She used the 
word 
“caught” 
with its widely varied shades of 
meaning as a fair example. It is 
hard, she said, to get a child to 
understand that the same 
word 
may be used to imply that “you” 
caught a cold, caught a fish, your 
clothes caught on a nail, caught 
a ride. etc”. Irregular verbs, such 
as “go” and “went” are also seri­ 
ous 
stumbling 
blocks 
in 
the 
training of a deaf child. 
Mrs. Woodford stated that the 
purpose of her talk was to bnng 
before the club the case of one of 
her 
students. 
The 
child, 
she 
learned, possessed partial hearing 
and she wished to have the child 
lent to a hearing clinic maintain­ 
ed by the state where he could be 
provided with a properly adjusted 
hearing aid and that it was 
her 
desire that the Rotary Club pro­ 
vide a portion of the expense in­ 
volved. 
Mrs. Woodford advice! that peo­ 
ple desiring hearing aids would do 
well to have their cases adjusted 
at clinics before purchasing them. 
Improperly 
adjusted 
aids

duce distortions of sound that are 
as confusing as 
deafness 
itself, 
she said.
